SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Landaff: 


The schools in the Center, Ireland and Blue dis-~ 
tricts have been in session during the past year. The 
situation at South Landaff has been somewhat com- 
plicated by the presence of pupils in that district for 
short periods of time only. The pupils have been 
transported to the Nutter school in Bath and to the 
Benton school as the situation has demanded. At 
present Mr. Cole is transporting his children to the 
Nutter school and two pupils are being boarded in 
Kaston. 5 

Two plans worthy of consideration are open to 
you for the operation of your school system. One 
plan is the continuance of the schools now in session 
with a program for the upper grades modelled after 
Commissioner Butterfield’s Junior School} program 
and with the best possible teachers available. The 
other plan is the consolidation of these three schools 
at a point as central as possible for the pupils in all 
districts. Good arguments can be advanced for 
either plan. In the consideration of a school policy 
the educational welfare of youy children should be 
the deciding factor. 

Commissioner Butterfield’s program for a Junior 
School provides for the grouping of the seventh and 
eighth grades in one class and for special instruction 
in English, history, mathematics, elementary science 
and elementary agriculture or domestic arts. In the 
Center and Blue schools this program is being carried 
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out so far as the time and experience of the teachers 
permit. No instruction is being given in agriculture 
and domestic arts. The aim is to fit the pupils of 
these grades as well as possible for high school cours- 
es. The subject matter is similar to that offered in 
the Junior high schools of the village systems. To 
secure teachers to teach these subjects well and to 
teach the subject matter of the primary grades equal- 
ly well is a difficult problem. Teachers of superior 
ability in rural schools command salaries slightly 
higher than the average and are difficult to retain 
for a period of years. Your inability to retain the 
services of Miss Carr and Miss Dean at attractive sal- 
aries is a good illustration of this truth. However, 
the plan is the best one thus far devised for districts 
that wish to retain the one-room schools and provide 
for. their pupils high school preparation in these 
schools. It has the advantage of retaining a school 
in each locality and avoids transportation difficulties. 
To make it successful you must authorize your super- 
intendent to procure the best available teachers and 
pay reasonably high salaries. 


The plan of consolidation was suggested in my 
report of last year and is worthy of mention again. 
It is a plan that is working effectively in many towns 
_in other states and in some in New Hampshire. I be- 
lieve it has some adherents in Landaff. I would not 
recommend any scheme of consolidation that would 
transport your pupils outside the limits of your town. 
I can not see how the location of a central school in 
your own midst, remote from a village, would lessen 
farm values in the town. The cost of transportation 
would be offset by the decreased sum paid to teachers 
as two teachers would be enough to instruct all of 
your pupils. 

In a two-room school each teacher would have 
four grades only. It is needless for me to emphasize 
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the fact that a teacher can give better instruction to 
pupils in four grades than she can to pupils in eight 
grades. A smaller number of classes means more 
time devoted to each class. It is difficult to give prop- 
er instruction to a large number of pupils in eight 
grades. Pupils can not be expected to enter high 
school from one-room schools as well prepared as pu-: 
pils who have been under the instruction of teachers 
with single grades or with a small number of grades. 
To secure superior teachers for four grades is a much 
simpler problem than to secure teachers prepared to 
give the best instruction in all grades. 


The cost of operation of such a school plant 
would be no more than operation of your three 
schools now in session. Probably the amount spent 
in the upkeep of the old buildings over a period of 
years would go far in paying the interest on the in-: 
vestment and the initial cost of a central school build-: 
ing. The building itself would, of course, have its 
advantages over the old buildings. 


During the past year the interior of the Ireland 
building and the ceiling of the Blue school building; 
have been painted. Additional windows have been 
placed in the Center school and other minor repairs 
have been made. If these buildings are to be retained 
indefinitely chemical toilets should be installed in all. 
of them. This can be done at an approximate cost 
of $300 for each building. The buildings are now wel! 
lighted and well heated. The interior of the build-: 
ings at the Center and Blue schools should be paint- 
ed soon. 


My inspection during the past year has found 
your schools in good order. The discipline has been 
generally good and the instruction has been excellent. 
My experience as your superintendent has been very 
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pleasant. You have been especially interested in all 
things pertaining to the welfare of your schools.
